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Rotary Rig Is Moved To Morgan For Deep Test Well 


More Drilling Is 
Seen As Result of 
Deep Elliott Well 

Monitor Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion of New York City moved 
its big rotary rig into Morgan 
county this week and workers 
are now setting it up to start 
a deep-test well near Moon 
in the northeast part of the 
county. 

Monitor expects to com¬ 
mence spudding in thic. week¬ 
end. Bink Strickland, division 
engineer, said Wednesday. 

The new e’eep-test well is 
on the farm of Fred Ison on 
Dock Ison Creek, about three- 
fourths of a mile north of 
Moon postoffice and about l'i 
miles from the Elliott line and 
Ihe same distance from the 
Lawrence line. It is in a cor¬ 
ner formed by t(he Irvi/ie- 
Paint Creek Fault running east 
and west and the Paint Creek 
Uplift running worth and 
south. Also the well, hopefully, 
will be on the curve of the 
Pre-Cambrian Tough which 
runs south from along the 
Ohio-West Virginia border 
into Kentucky and turns west 
ir. Morgan going into Menifee 
and Montgomery county. 

Mnitor’s first deep-test, drill¬ 
ed on the Cecil Ison farm in 
eastern Elliott country at Ste¬ 
vens postofficc, wa s dolled to 
the granite at 9.700 feet and 
hit five “pays”. It is produc¬ 
ing about 85 barrels of oil a 
day from the Tomstown sec¬ 
tion of the Rome at 7.900 feet 
and about 50 million cubic 
feet of gas from the St. Peter 
at 4.600 feet. The gas is now 
shut in awaiting the building 
of a pipeline. 

The Elliott well was drill¬ 
ed on a farm-out agreement 
with Ashland Oil. Penr.zoil and 
Sun Oil whidh own .large 
acreage in Elliott and Morgan. 

Since moving into Kentucky, 
Monitor picked up 11,400 acres 
of leases in western Lawrence 
county, and already has com¬ 
menced to test the acreage- 
Curt Thacker, drilling con¬ 
tractor of Louisa, cleaned out 
an old well for Monitor on 
the Walter FVffe farm 2 Vi 
miles east of Blaine and got 
a good flow of gas at 1.050 
feet, Strickland said this week. 

MORE FARMS INTERESTED 

Monitor’s strike in eastern 
Elliott county is creating con¬ 
siderable interest in the three- 
county area of El'iott-Morgan- 
Lawrence, end reports are 
hoard thait other companies 
are planning to drill wells 
soon in the area. 

Inland is planning to drill 
on acreage it owns in the 
area, according to late reports. 
Also. Ashland and Sun pla-i 
deep wells in Elliott, accord¬ 
ing to reports. 

J. Coffman of New York 
City who owns a small block 
near the Monitor well in El¬ 
liott, also is planning to dril 1 
soon, it was heard this week. 

Monitor's well at Moon will 
be drilled as a deep-test, and 
Strickland said they plan to go 
at least 9,500 feet. He says 
Eastern Kentucky has hardly 
been touched yet for oil and 
gas in the deeper structures. 

RUBEWOODS WELL DOWN 
1.050 FEET 

Drillers were down past the 
1.050 foot level Wednesday in 
the well being drilled by Ro¬ 
land Amyx and associates in 
the Rubewoods section of wes¬ 
tern Morgan county. The well 
is on the Ruth Bw. lease 
about *4 miles south of the 
Mussel Shoals bridge. Mr. 
Amyx and hi' associates have 
rbout 3,000 acres under lease 
in that area and this is their 
first well. Richard Drake of 
Joliet Ill., is the drilling con¬ 
tractor, using a No. 36 cable 
tool drilling rig capable of 
drilling 6,000 feet. 

Mr. Amyx said they pro¬ 
pose to drill to the 5,000 foot 
level, maybe deeper. 

Mr. Amyx. now 78. was bom 
and reared in the Rubewoods 
section, and it has long been 
his ambition to test the area 
cut for oil and gas. 

If the entire history of the

Also it will be 
in the turn of the Pre-Cambrian Trough which comes south 
from along the Ohio-West Virginia border into East Kentucky 
and then turns west through Morgan into Menifee and Mont¬ 
gomery Counties. The Elliott producer was drilled on the 
east side of the Paint Creek Uplift, and the Morgan well at 
Moon will be on the west side of the uplift, and hopefully, 
in the curve of the Pre-Cambrian Trough All of the area in 
eastern Morgan has been tested by seismograph three or four 
times in recent years. Depth of the various wells shown on

the map indicates that the basement granite slopes deeper 
from the noithwest to the southeast. Note the two southern¬ 
most wells in Breathitt and Martin Counties hit basement at 
11,500 feet and 14,000 feev. And too the Pre-Cambrian 
Trough cuts a trough along its course, as indicated by the 
two Elliott wells. The western Elliott weli hit basement at 
5,350 feet and a few miles to the east (on a downthrust of 
the Trough) the Little Fork well hit basement at 9,700 feet, 
a drop of 4,350 feet. The new test at Moon, in the curve of 
the trough and in the corner formed by the Irvine-Paint 
Fault and the Paint Creek Uplift, might produce some start¬ 
ling revelations. Most of the 12 deep wells were “tight holes" 
and rompanies that had them drilled have not made the results 
public. However, the Elliott well on Little Fork had the Baker 
Oil Tool Co., Inc. to make tests of five "pays" and reported 
production of 85 barrels of oil daily from the Tomstown section 
of the Rome at 7,900 feet and approximately 50 million cubic 
feet of gas daily from the Sf. Peter at 4,600 feet.

JURY UNABLE TO 
AGREE IN MURDER 
CASE LAST WEEK 

Grand Jury Makes 
35 Indictments In 
A Six-Day Session 


A jury of two women and 
10 men was unable to agreu 
J in the murder trial of Samuel 
D. Owens of Morgan circuit 
court last week, and the case 
' was set for re-trial at the 
February term 

Owens was charged v. ith the 
latal shooting of Ben Adkins 
in the Gordon Ford comma- 
I nity last march. The two fami- 
I lies were neighbors. Adkins 
I was fatally shot with e 22 
i caliber pistol and Owens was 
charged with the shooting and 
later indicted for murder. He 
had been at liberty under 
bond. 

The case was called last 
Thursday and the jury re¬ 
ceived the ease Friday. After 
deliberating about a half-hour 
the jury returned and report¬ 
ed unable to agree. Judge W. 
Major Gardner asked them to 
reconsider and try to make a 
verdict. But they returned soon 
afterward and again reported 
unable to agree. Judge Gard¬ 
ner then dismissed the jury 
■ and re-set the case for the 
FebruaiV term. 

Owens plead self defense in 
the killing, claiming Adkins- 
had shot at him after the 
familie s had had trouble for 
s'moe time. He was represented 
j by Attys. Jack Hutchinson of 
West Libertf - and Cas-' ie Alien 
of Preston-sburg. 

No other case has been tried 
] by a jury during this term. 
Last week Eddie Arnold Ste¬ 
vens of EU'ott county- pleaded 
guilty to a charge of issuing 
u forged check and was meted 
a reformatory sentence of two 
year®. But his sentence was 
probated this week. 

The grand jury completed 
its sessions Monday and re- 
I ported it had interrogated 38 
witnesses and returned 35 in¬ 
dictments. Among felrny in¬ 
dictments were four for in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter, four 
for conspiring, one f°r arson, 
one for malicious cuitmg and 
wounding, two for breaking 
and entering, three, for child 
desertion, one for housebreak¬ 
ing. two for obtaining money 
under false pretences, three 
for stealing from qi public 
building. 

Rfmain^er of the 35 in¬ 
dictments were for misdemea- 
nors. 

The civil suit of Sam Littor¬ 
al against Billy Walsh for da¬ 
mage* growing out of a. traffic 
accident was called Wednes¬ 
day. 

The grand jury reported 
the courthouse kept ir. good 
condition, but stated it needed 
a new roof. Kitchen in the jtul 
reeds a completely new set 
of equipment, and the jail 
needs running water upstairs 
where prisoners are kept. 

Restrooms downstairs in the 
jail, which ire used a public 
restrooms, are a ‘‘disgrace to 
the county and city and should 
.he kept clean at all time®.” 
i the jury report said. 

The jury i.lso recommended 
I a complete renovation of the 
county jail or a new on*.

OVERWEIGHT COAL TRUCKS AND THE SYSTEM 


(The Lexington Herarld) 

William H. Cohen is a Bible-quoting Knott 
•ountian who ss determined to stop over¬ 
weight coal trucks from traveling on Eastern 
Kentucky’s mountainous roads. 

The other day he literally tried to stop a 
Lock with his body and got charged with 
blocking a public highway for his trouble. 
Since then other charges have been placed 
against him, including damage to a truck's 
grill. 

At the hearing for Cohen, State Police 
Captain Douglas Sword was asked whether it 
was true that the trucks had been loaded be¬ 
yond the strte's legal limit, as the defendant 
claimed. 

Captain Sword acknowledged that he didn't 
ry to find out and thus didn't know, but 
; tatcd that overweight trucks in the area were 
common. 

He quickly added that the responsibility 


for enforcing the law' is that of the State 
Department of Motor Transportation, not the 
State Police. Either way it is a state respon¬ 
sibility. one that ought to be upheld through 

enforcement. 

There is no legitimate excuse for ignoring 
the law in this instance and enforcing it in 
another—in this case against a mountaineer 
who wants the overloaded trucks, which are 
destroying roads that other people must use 
and pay taxes to repair, stopped. 

Frequently, we hear criticism of the young 
because of their efforts to bring revolutionary 
changes to the existing order. The cry is: 
'Down with the System!” 

But what about such things as flouting laws 
which govern load limits for coal trucks, 
which loo many citizens excuse? 

We must remember that there are many 
ways to bring down the system.

“Under public Law 8972, the 
Commonwealth would be re¬ 
quired to bear half the estimat¬ 
ed $1.5 million dollar cost of 
these facilities,” he said. "The 
Secretary of the Army now has 
these developmental plans un¬ 
der study, and upon his approv¬ 
al I am prepared to sign an 
agreement with the Corps of 
Engineers affirming this ad 
ministration’s commitment that 
Kentucky will bear its share of 
llie cost, contingent upon the 
Legislature making the funds a- 
vailable.” 

Public Law 8972 applies to 
all the new reservoir construc¬ 
tion by the Corps of Engineers. 
It requires the Corps to obtain 
a written commitment from the 
state involved to share fifty-fifty 
in the cost of recreation fac¬ 
ilities before construction of a 
new reservoir can begin. 

Parks Commissioner W. Jam¬ 
es Host accompanied Nunn on 
his Paintsville visit. He com¬ 
mented, “With this assurance 


or early 1975.” 

The estimated cost of the rc 
servoir project, including re¬ 
creational development, is $24.8 
million dollars. The dam alone 
will cost $11.5 million, and ap¬ 
proximately 14,000 acres of 
land will be acquired by the 
Corps of Engineers.

Modern living, the popu¬ 
lation explosion and industra- 
lization have made environ- 
mental problems more urgent. 
Undersecretary of Agriculture 
J. Phil Campbell said in a 
speech last week: 

“Modern industries and 
great urban and 1 suburban 
development projects raised 
the American standard of liv¬ 
ing, but they also polluted 
lakes and streams. 

GAS POLLUTION 

“The gasoline engine " Camp¬ 
bell said, “revolutionized trans¬ 
portation and replaced muscle 
power in agriculture and in¬ 
dustry but it also polluted the 
atmosphere.’’ 

The report said automobile 
exhaust fumes contain major 
air pollutants including car¬ 
bon monoxide, hydrocarbons, 
nitrogen dioxide, sulfur dio¬ 
xide, lead, aldehydes and 
others. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
7 he Agriculture Department 
lias published a 109-page book¬ 
let on air pollution that poses 
frightening questions for rural 
America if future industriali¬ 
zation goes unchecked. 

The publication is a review 
of studies on the effects of air 
pollutants on domestic animals, 
including farm livestock. 

Pollutants cited in the report 
range from ordinary factory 
smoke and automobile fumes 
to more exotic forms such as 
pigeon manure. 

Consider what scientists say 
about grazing areas in the 
neighborhood of smoky factor¬ 
ies; 

“Case s of abortion in sheep, 
poor quality wool, increased 
acreage required psr cow. 
extra feed and attention need¬ 
ed for adult livestock, stunt¬ 
ed growth of young livestock, 
calcium deficiency in bovine 
milk, decreased egg production 
and high mortality in layers, 
illness and death in sheep and 
cattle exposed to phenol from 
asphalt smoke, and soiled coat 
hair or feather of prized ex¬ 
hibition farm animals have 
been reported ...” 

Further, the report said, 
smoke and soot can have dras¬ 
tic effects on the ecology of 
an area from a reduction in 
the insect population with a 
corresponding decrease in the
